FULLER BOUND

The Man Who Deserted His Child

QUICK TRIAL WAS GIVEN HM 


Ne Declined To Make Any Statement

HELD ON CHARGE OF ABANDONMENT 


Judge Bloodworth Requires a Bond of 
$750—A Number of Witnesses 


Examined—Judge Thinks

W. B. Fuller, the man who so cruclly 
deserted his child and left it in the woods 
to die, was given a prelimincry trial in 


Judge Bloodworih’'s co irt yesterday after- 
noon and bound over for abindonment. 

The bond required of him was $734. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday the prisoner was 
carried before Justice Foute, and the trial 
Was about to proceed when Mr. Hugh M. 
Dorsey, representing the defendant, stated 
they desired a change of venue, and asked 
that some other magistrate hear the ease. 
Judge Foute said another magistrate could 
be selected at the option of the arresting 
officer. J 

It was agreed to carry the case before 
Justice Bloodworth, and the procession of 
officers, witn ses . and 
hewspaper reporters marched lke a com- 
pany of infantry to the court selected. 

Judge James A. Anderson represented the 
State, and the defendant was represented 
by Mr. Dorsey and Mr, Lee Langley. 

As soon as ali the witnesses were sworn, 
Mr. Dorsey asked that they be put under 
the ruie and separated. 

When this was done, counsel for the 
cefense asked that the warrant be dismiss- 
€a, as it Was rot explicit enough in naming 
the crime it charged, merely statiag a 
**felony.’’ 

The court held that it-was not neéessary 
to specify the fe.ony, and the motion was 
overruled. 

Witnesses Testify. 

The first witness placed on the stand was 
Deputy Sheriff W. E. Gerrard, who brought 
Fuller trom Woodbury. The witness stated 
how he made the arrest: He thought the 
man somewhat frightened. He knew Ful- 
ler’s family and had seen his two children, 
one of which was a helpless cripple and 
Was now in the Grady hospital.

The bomb was of cylindrical form, was 
covered with yellow paper and appears to 
have contained a black substance, possibly 
coarse gunpowder mixed with large-headed 
nails, similar to those usually found in the 
roughly-constructed infernal machines 
used by the less intelligent class of an- 
archists. 

Fragments of the bomb were taken to 
the perfect of police, where they were sub- 
mitted to a thorough examination upon the 
part of experts, who pronounced the bomb 
to be a comparatively harmless affair.

It is destined to remain as a 
permanent memorial of the visit of the 
president of the French republic to the 
ezar of all the Russias. 

President Faure takes with him 300 med- 
ats in gold and platinum, eighty medals of 
silverfgilt and twenty of dull gold, all of 
which have been especially struck for pre- 
sentation to the Russian guard of ~honor 
which will attend, the president during his 
stay in Russia and to the various Russian 
officials who will be in attendance upon 
the chief magistrate of France. 


These medals bear on one side the pro- 
file of an @ffiigy of the revublic and the 
words “Republique Francaise.’’ On. the 


obverse side of the medals is a wreath of 
laurel surrounding the date, ‘‘August, 1897.”’

Charges | against Celonel Lamb were 
made—that he had been in antagonism to 
the state organization, usurped ‘authority 
belonging to the committee, ete. A substi- 
tute for this was offered by General Wal- 
ler (who held a proxy) to postpone action 
as to Colonel Lamb and favoring a state 
eonvention. It was voted down overwhelm- 
ingly viva voce. A sub-committee of ten 
was appointed to draw up an address to 
the voters concerning the committee’s 
tion. The address was reported and adopt- 
ed by an almost unan{mous vote. 

The address to the republican voters of 
the state is a document of some 1,200 words, 
devoted largely to a denunciation of the 
Parker election law and the methods of 
conducting elections under it. It says that 
facts and figures are in the hands of the 
committee demonstrating that in the elec-

OFFICERS IGNORANT OF THEIR BUTIES 


Indignant Brunswick People Charge 
That Wilmington’s Officers Lis- 
tened to Savannah Men. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)— 
The board of naval officers from the Wil- 
mington have given the Georgia naval re- 
serve a red-hot roast. The reasons aseign- 
ed for same are based on observances and 
alleged observances at the late St. Simons 


encampment. 

The local reserve and citiz ; 
denounce the report to the navy — 
ment as unjust to the Georgia militia o 
the Brunswick reserves in particular. he 
The Wilmington’s report is lengthy. In 
reference to the divisions as a whole it 
says in substance: 

‘“‘About 60 per cent of the Bios 
pass the naval requirements. Apparently 
the desire to fill the required quota hag = 
caused many of indifferent physique to De 
enrolled. The present lack of harmony — 
the battalion organization ealls for age 
consideration by the department. It is de 
plorable, but exists to a marked degree,

suffer. The members of the organizations

“Following this {s a detailed statement 


of drills had, with comments on the work 
of the men. ' These comn@nts were mildly 
critical and not very adverse. The state- 
ments following, however, were severely 
critical., I quote in substance the impor- 


tant ones: 

“The Georgia reserves consists of four 
divisions. There is no battalion organiza- 
tion. Loeal feeling is so strong that they 
have been unable to unite on battalion 
officers. They are to be elected when suffi- 
cient harmony has been established to 
reach such result. As a rule the men are 
interested. willing and anxious to learn. On 
board ship they performed their duty with 
intelligence and spirit. The officers did not 
display as much snap and spirit as their 


: 4 
men, The officers were totally ignorant of 


camp duties. and? camp routine. The di- 
visions went into ¢amp apparently without 
uny previous preparations in the various 
routine duties. The discipline was lax. 
The camp was generally boisterous and 
the men on guard were elouchy on post 
and careless in regard to their personali- 
ties. The sobriety of the camp was ex- 
ceptionally good. The men are of fair 
physique and good. intelligence.”’ 

In regard to the monitor Passaic, now in 
charge of Brunswick, the board states 
they found her tn bad condition and evi- 
dently not appreciated by the Brunswick 
boys. In view of these alleged facts .as 
stated the board recommended that the de- 
partment take the monitor away from 
Brunswick and give her to the Savannah 
reserves. They also state: 

“We believe Brunswick incapable of 
furnishing two full divisions, and one di- 
vision is as much as a town of its size 
should be expected to furnish. Savannah 
should be the headquarters and the com- 
manding officer. stationed there. If this 
battalion organization is to be anything 
of a success unity must be obtained and 
at present it, does not exist. The eight 
officers at Brunswick vote against the 
eight at Savannah. he encampment 
should not again be located either near 
Savannah or,Brunswick. 

‘“Sapelo island is suggested as an ideal 
place. The board recommends in highest 
terms, as do also the officers of the navy 
department, the excellent reports and 
charts of the reconnoisance made by Lieu- 
tenant Wright, of the Brunswick reserves, 
und Lieutenant Lucas, of Savannah.” 


What Lieutenant Aiken Says. 


In replying to these criticisms, and par- 


ticularly the ones affecting Brunswick, 
Lieutenant Aiken, sentor officer in com- 


mand of the Georgia militia, says: 

““A great iniustice has been done the 
Georgia militia, and. the Brunswick fre- 
officers 


serves especially. The Brunswick ¢ 
entertain no ill feeling against the Savan- 
nah men as to cguse: bickering. For one 


drill on the Wilmington the four divisions 
were delayed in reporting, due to the delay 


in the tents arriving. Pending their ar- 
rival it was necessary to camp all the 
militia on board the Passaic. They were 


taken off to strike camp on the day they 
were ordered on board the Wilmington. It 
was impossible to erect

Prurswick is able to support two divisions, 
and will do so creditably. There will be no 
disbandment of either organization on that 
aceount. The criticisms of the Passaic were 


very unjust. ‘The mon'tor’s condition has 
been improved ten-fold’ since the: Bruns- 
wick reserve got her. They have expended 
$700 in paint, ropes and improvements on 
her without one cent of aid from either 
the state or natfonal government. When 
the board from the Wilmington inspected 
the Passaie it was just after all the four 
divisions had been accommodated with 


food and lodging aboard the vessel while 


waiting for the tents to arrive. Due to 
such unvsual cireumetances it was impos- 
\sthle to have the Pasaric n apnite-nie oar- 
de* that usually vrevails. The Rrunsw'ick 
reserves anprecfate thea monitor fully. 
There have heen repeated ar'ils on hoard 
with exercises, andi on the water in the 
boats. An officer from the reserves visits 
her daily, on fnspection trine and shea its 
kent In vood condition all the time.” 


Tt is diffienlt to tell which are the moat 
indignant over the Wilmington report—the 
naval reserves or the citizens genorally. 
The reserves are careful in their criticisms 
of those over them, but citizens speak out 
plainly. It has been repeatedly charged that 
the board were unduly influenced by the 
Savannah officers’ statements of the 
trouble known to he fn existence in bat- 
talion circles. It is alleged that the Sa- 
vannah officers gave too much color to 
their side of the case and the Wilmington 
men swallowed it. 

There have been rumors for dave that 
in an effort to patch up the differences the 
more conservative of the officers would 
try to get both Lieutenant Aitken and Lieu- 
tenant Colding to come out of the field for 
battalion cémmander and take up a new 
man. It is doubtful that Brunswick wou!d 
agree to this and an effort may be made

Report of P, G Byrd Now Ready 


MAKES STINGING STRICTURES 


Calls Attention To Lax Methods in 
the Different Counties. 


HE MADE A PERSONAL INSPECTION 


Special Commissioner Tells of What 
He Saw and Gives a Graphic Pic- 
ture of Life in the Camps. 
Will Probably Cause a 
Change. 


The report of P. G. Bird, editor of The 
Rome Hustler, who was’7 appointed last 
spring by Governor Atkinson as a special 
commissioner to inspect the county con- 
vict camps of the state, has just been com- 
pleted, and Is ready for filing., The report 
is'a lengthy one, and from all points of 
view is about the most complete, compre- 
hensive and elaborate that has ever been 
returned by any officer of the state govern- 
ment. It shows that its author has visited 
every misdemeanor camp in the state, and 
that from the moment of his appointment 
he has devoted himself assidu@psly and in- 
telligently to the work assigne@ him. 

The report is a bitter roast of the meth- 
ods employed in the conduct of the county 
camps. It says in plain English that they 
are a disgrace to the state, and that im- 
mediate and positive reform is necessary. 
It goes into detail wherever detail is neces- 
sary, and gives ‘such graphic descriptions 
as only a newspaper man could write of the 
horrors which came under the personal 
observation of the author. There are be- 
tween fifty and sixty of these camps in the 
state, and Mr. Bird tells of having visited 
each one and observed separately the treat- 
ment of the convicts therein confined. 

Redhot Report. 

As a whole, the report is an unmistakable 
protest against the present convict system, 
and there is little doubt that it will go a 
long ways toward shaping convict legisla- 
tion when it is submitted to the next legis- 
lature. -There is no question of its meeting 
with ihe approval of the governor, as his 
position on the question is already well 
known. In the appointment of . oe 
Wright, formerly assistant keeper of the 
penitentiary, who made a preliminary re- 
port as special commissioner on the work 
which Mr. Bird has so ably completed, he 
wrote: 

“After the adjournment of the last as- 
sembly report reached me touching the 
management of these convicts, which indi- 
cates such a state of affairs that I felt it 
my duty as the chief executive of the state, 
charged with the obligation to see to the 
proper enforcement of the law, to investi- 
gate and place before you facts showing 
the true state of affairs so that the sub- 
ject might be intelligently considered and 
wisely acted upon by your body. 

“The report of the special commissioner 
reveals such inhuman and barbarous (on- 
duct upon the part of some of those en- 
gaged in working this. class of convicts, 
that comment by me is unnecessary to in- 
duce you to act promptly to save our state 
longer submitting to this burning 
shame. There is but one remedy for the 
deplorable conditions now existing, and 
that is through state supervision by which 
uniform treatment can be required under 
one set of rules enforced by our peniten- 
tlary department.” 

Inhuman Treatment Charzed. 

‘Mr. Bird’s report shows that Governcr 
Atkinson has in nowise c®aygerated the 
condition of affairs. It tells how the con- 
victs are worked in farming, saw milling 
and brick making and on turpentine farms 
and public roads by contractors ito whom 
they have been leased with mercile-+s disre- 
gard of the fact that they are human fe- 
ings. The average price’ paid by the. con- 
tractors per capita per month is $4.59. Gen- 
erally the whites and blacks are not chain- 
ed together, nor are the males and females; 
but they are worked in company indiscrirn- 
inately, and in many of the camps practic- 
ally no provision is made for a separvcion 
sexes during work by day or

sleep by night. 

Very little attention {Is given to the com- 
fort or sanitary condition of the sleeping 
quarters, and only in rare 
hospital buildings provided or any prepara- 
tions’ made for the care and comfort of 
the sick.

While there is. of course, no danger 
Avith such an upright official as Tax Col- 
lector Stewart in charge of the office, 
there is no assurance, under our form 
of government, that he will not be suc- 
ceeded at any time by another, who | 
may be far less trustworthy. 

In thearticle inlast Sunday’s Consti- 

tution which calls attention to this 
change of the law, Tax Collector Stew- | 
art. in an interview, stated that thi 
measure would not affect Fulton count 
or any other county with a populatio 
of over 50.000. “We wiil continue,” 
he. “to make -weekly reports and set- 
tlements as heretofore. I think all tax | 
collectors in this state should be com- | 
pelled to make sworn-weekly settlements | 
and statements. I now make week'y | 
settlements and statements, and I find | 
it very satisfactory. I would not return: 
to the old system, if-the law was re- 
pealed.” 
This expression merits cordial approv- | 
al: but Mr. Stewart is mistaken in the | 
assumption that this county is relieved | 
from the operation of the new law. -A | 
clause in the new law repeals “all laws 
or parts of laws in conflict with this 
act:” and when the pew law goes into | 
effect, the old law which has controlled | 
for so long in Fulton county, will be of no | 
force whatsoever. Under the new law, 
the tax collector of this county can be 
required to make settlements at no more 
frequent intervals than by the month; 
and while the assurance of Tax Coilec- 
tor Stewart that he will continue to 
make weekly settlements, even under 
the new law is gratifying, it does not 
by any means carry security with it, 
because there are so many elements of 
uncertainty in life as to make it even 
possible thai, before the new law goes 
into effect, there may be a new tax col- 
lector who would not be so ready to ex- 
tend such ratifying assurance. It 
must be remembered that laws of this 
kind are intended to govern all possible 
emergencies of the future, and not to 
apply to the present. 

Unless this law is amended at the next 
session of the legislature, Fuiton coun- 
ty’s December collections will be more 
than four times as large as the. bond of 
the tax collector. So it will be for other 
months in the year; and as the tax col- | 
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lections of the county will constantly | 
increase, the difference between the | 


bond and the.tax collections will: become 
steadily greater. It is of thesutmost’| 
importance, therefore, that the:;county | 
commissioners and the members: of the 
legislature from this county take such:) 
action as will meet the ‘suggestion of: 
Collector Stewart, and make permanent 


the admirable features of the present 
methods of collections and returns. Mr. 


Siewart extends the assurance ,.that thtre 
will be\no change in the present system } 
of reports under his administration—he |; 
preferring to make. settlements more | 
frequently than monthly. But laws { 
must be made for the future, and since | 
the weakness of the new law, as it ap- | 
plies to this county, manifest, it | 
should be changed with as little delay 
as possible. If the law ‘is allowed ‘to 
stand as it-is, without protest from the 
county or from our representatives, the | 
possible future misconduct, of some tax | 
collector with a $75,000 bond, and with | 
a mornthiy- collection of perhaps a half | 
million dollars, would reflect eternal | 
discredit or both commissioners and rep- | 
resentatives, should it be shown that | 
they did not attend to their duty in pre- 
venting the possibility of such an oc- 
currence.

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Mr. W. H. Brewer states that he will 
not continue his fight against the rall- 
roads before the commission, but is going 
to the legislature. He has already gone 
into the United States courts to get the 
new western rates reduced. A few weeks 
ago He said that he had a bill prepared 
to present to the general assembly on 
the subject of rate regulation. This bill 
he proposed to have introduced at the 
next session and he writes to a friend in 
Atlanta that he expects to get it passed. 

Prior to the hearing in the cotton case 
Mr. Brewer announced that he* intended 
to bring a case against the railroads every 
month. At that time he was thinking of 
applying to the commission to order the 
Central to put on a “shooffy’’ train be- 
tween Griffin and Atlanta. But he has 
abandoned that idea and will give the 
railroads a rest until fall. He writes 
though that he will never cease in his ef- 
forts for fair rates until he succeeds in ob- 
taining them. 

Passenger Men Adjourn. 

The conference committee of the South- 
eastern Passenger Association has ad- 
journed. Some of the members will re- 
turn this morning from Old Point Comfort. 
Chairman Richardson has gone on to New 
York. 

One of the questions which came up be- 
fore the committee “was the request of 
the New York merchants to the roads in 
the south to sell cheap excursion, tickets 
to New York to southern merchants who 
are members of the New York ‘Merchants’ 
Assoviation. This is the second attempt 
of New York to capture the south’s trade 
at the expense of Atlanta, New Orleans, 
Montgomery, Macon, Savannah, Chawles- 
ton, tichmond, Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia. Mr. King, president of the New 
York association, went to Old Point to 
urge New York's plea. Mr. King proposed 
that the roads should sell low rate tickets 
to none but members of his association, 
and in order to make all purchasers go on 
to New York he suggested that they 
should be required to get’the indorsement 
of his organization’s secretary on 
tickets before they would be good to re- 
turn. : 

The southern roads say that it would be 
illegal to put low rate tickets cn sale and 
restrict them to merchants, or even to 
members of the New York association. If 
special rates are nade they would have 
to be open to every one who wished to 
travel and not restricted to merchants. 

Again, the rgads in the south are not dis- 
posed to go back on their. own jobbing 
centers or hefp New York at the expense 
of Philadelphia or Baltimore. The south- 
ern lines have refused to discriminate in 
favor of New York.

TRUST COMPANY SECTION MEETS 


Association Will ASk for Laws To Pre- 
‘ vent Fraud. 

Detroit, Mich, August 18.—The first an- 
nval meeting of the trust company section 
of the American Bankers’ Association was 
held at the Hotel Cadilluc this afternoon. 

henry M. Dechert, of Philadelphia, ehair- 
Mun of the section, spoke of ihe importance 
of trust companies and the diversificd inter- 
ests they represent. incomplete vreturns: 
Show that the capital stock of the trust 
companies in the United’ States is 2224.su6.- 
tu. Mr. Dechert alludgd to, the so-called 


trust companies that had been organized 
by sckcming men for the purpose cr selling 


inflated debenture bonds and mortgages, 
and he was glad to say that these comp:rn- 
ies had been ruled out and their organizers 
had fied or been punished. 

One of the matters that will be taken up 
by the trust section will be the enactment 
of laws ‘to prevent the operation of sueh 
fraucs. Breckenridge Jones delivered the 
re;ort of the executive committee. He out- 
lined the work that is before the section, 
and the hopes of the committee are that 
uniformity in laws:of the several states in 
regard to trust companies will be promoted - 
and greater similarity obtained. Ralph 
Sione, of Grand Rapids, read a paper on 
“Statutes “of the Several’ States Relating 
to the Trust Companies.” There are 
twenty-nine states that have>no such 
Statutes. But one state in the west vas a 
aw prohibiting the formation cof pools, 
trusts and other combinations in restraint 
of trade. From information furhished by 
he attorney genera! of the state, the only 
trust doing business in the state was the 
Standard Oil Company. Mr. Stone deduced 
the moral that it would be an excellent 
Pian for all trust companies to advertise 
to such an extent that the people become 
conversant with the eperations of the com- 
panies. Francis S. Bangs, president cf the 
State Trust Company, of New York, read, 
a paper on the powers’ and duties of trust 


companies when acting as trustee under 
corporation mortgages, and Henry M. 
Dechert contributed on the _ reiations of 


trust companics to trust estates. The pa- 
pers were generally discussed by the dele- 
gates in speeches limited to five minutes 
€ach. 

Francis S. Bangs, of New York; Henry M. 
Dechert, of Philade!tphia, and Gordon Ab- 
bott,-of Boston, were elected members of 
the executive commniittee to serve 
vears. The committesa held a short session 
after the section had adjourned, and select- 
ed Mr. Bangs as chairman and George S&S.

Gen- 
eral McKenna a brief containing his views 
on section 22 of the new tariff act relating 
to the imposition of the 10 per cent diserim- 
ination duty on goods imported from for- 
cign countries through contiguous terri- 
tory. 

Mr. Carlisle, who represents the Moston 
and Maine-railroad, appeared with former 
Assistant Secretary Hamlin, representing 
the Associated Board of Trade at Boston, 
and submitted oral arguments on the ques- 
Mr. Carlisle contends that there are 
only three possible constructions of the 
law. 

According to the first of these, it was 
designed to encourage American shipping 
interests by ‘discriminating against goods 
produced in non-contiguous countries and 
brought into a contiguous country ly ves-— 


imported into the United States. 
Secretary Carlisle examines the lan- 
guage of the section show that even 


t 

in its amended form, fei relates exclu- 
sively. to goods carried ih vessels, ard, on 
this branch of the question, he *‘oneludes 
that the act relates to all goods actually 
imported in vessels not of ihe Un.ted 
States and not entitled to benefits of com- 
mercial treaties, and secondly, to all goods 
which having the product of a non-cont'g- 
uous country are imported ‘nto a con- 
tiguous cguntry in vessels not of the 
United States’ and thence imported into 
this country in wholesale quantities. 

Mr. Carlisle contends that if the fore- 
going is not the true meaning of the 
section as amended that the only other 
admissible construction of the language 
of the section is that the provision was 
designated Mo discriminate against the. 
wholesale trade of the people of the United 
States and the people of Mexico and Can- 
ada in goods produced in non-contiguous 
countries and imported into this country 
from Mexieo or Canada. ‘The third possi-

for Not Believing the Story 
Sent Out from Norway. 


New York, August 18.—A special to The 
World from. London says: John Cowles, 
curator of the Royal Geographical Society, 
said concerning the various reports about 
Andree and his balloon: . 

“Anything regarding Andree is necessar- 
ily conjecture. We have no ground for 
losing hope of his ultimate safety. Andree 
is a man of infinite precaution; his balloon 
is made of the best material and his sup- 
plies are sufficient to last him for a long 
period. 

“Our faith in him was increased by his 
exhibition of sublime moral courage last 
year in not starting when the wind was 
unfavorable. 
.“Previous to his departure, Andree con- 
sulted me and asked me to urge all possible 
objections. It is certain that the proposed 
plan of reaching the north pole has failed, 
or we should have received advices cre 
this. I-think he must have landed in some 
remote part’ of Siberia. Notices have been 
sent to the natives, describing his balloon 
‘and assuring them that it is nothing super- 
natural, but merely sails the air as ships 
sail the sea. 

“I will not abandon hope, even though 
nothing should be heard of him for several 
weeks,”’ 3 : 

What Washington Scientists Say. 

Weshington, August 18.—Scientific men in 
Weshington are greatly interested in An- 
dree’s polar expedition, and are eager 10 
glean from any reliable quarter infcrma- 
tien concerning him. Professor William 
Hitk1ess, of the naval ob:ervatory, in dic- 
_cussing the storv ‘said in an interview: 
~*T beve no resson to doubt that Andree 
may have reached as far as &2 degrees 
no:tth latitude. There is nothing so remark-. 
able in that. Naisen, for instance, went, 
as fer, or further; but I am irclined to 
think the Christiania story is unreliable. I 
Will not say that it is impossible for a car- 
rier pigeon to cover the six hundred or 
cight hundred miles indicated over icy. seas, 
but it would be only one chance in a thou- 
sand if the bird took a direct route, and :f 
its vagaries extended it would die before 


long trom lack of food. Under the best 
pessible chaness, a bird perhaps nught 


cover the distance in from twelve to twenty 
hours, resting on the fluating ice en route. 
“One strong reason for doubt is that the 
latitude and longitude of the place where 
the pigeon is reported to have been shot 
are not given in the dispatches, and that 1s 
contrayy to nautical custom, as to give rise 
to suspicions. Then, ‘granting the_ pigeon 
was found and shot and the alleged letter 
obtained, it seems very improbable that a 
captain so well acquainted and so much irr- 
telested in Andree’s plans as this one is 
‘said to be should refuse to give the letter 
into the hands that would earry it directly 
to civilization, but carry it with him further 
into the Arctic region. He would naturally 
have been glad to give any such important 
news to the world as qui¢kly as possible.

THE PASSING THRONG. 
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The mystery of little Render Fuller, who 
was found last week in the woods on the 
McDonough road, may have gsuegested to 
some persons the historic mystery of 
Kaspar Hauser, which was the sensation 
of Europe about seventy years ago. Rut 
if there had bech such newspapers in En- 
rcpe seventy-five or one hundred years ag? 
as The Constitution is today, the idertity of 
Hauser and the man in the iron mask 
would have been satisfactorily solved. 

Kaspar Hauser when discovered in the 
market place of Nurembe rg was ten venrs 
older than Render Fuller, but, like Render, 
kpew very little. Indeed, Hauser was g]- 


ese 


ed to be sixteen or seventeen vears old. He 
Wits dressed like a peasant’boy and had in 
his pocket a letter addressed to the cap- 
ten of the Sixth regiment of horse, which 
Wes stationed tat Nuremberg. If the boy 
had dropped from the siiy, his sudden ap- 
pearance would not have created a greater 
Sensation. He was taken to <he ecavalry 
captain, who questioned him. ‘To all ques- 
tions the boy answered either “Ich, WAS 
nit” (I don’t know), or “Von Regensburg” 
(from Regensburg), meaning that he cume 
from that piace. He wrote his name in a 
firm, legible hand, but appeared to be un- 
uble to write anything more, thouzh urged 
to do so. :

was ‘short and YVronad- 
figure was well propor- 
was very white, indicnting 
hat he had never been much in the sun- 
shine, if at all. He had small hands and 
feet,. and evidently had never worn shoes 
of any kind, 

“At first the boy would eat nothing but 
dry bread and would drink nothing but 
water, though tempted with meats, pastry 
and wine. From this it wag assumed that 
he had aiways lived. on dry bread and 
water. Indeed, he showed a violent dislike 
for all other food. 

Hauser’s vocabulary was exceedingly lim- 
ited. He understood very little tat was 
said to him, and could not fo beyond a 
few simple sentences in the 9ld Mavarian 
dialect. He knew absolutely nothing about 
the most ordinary objects, such as chairs, 
tables, animals, impiements, pictures and 
trees. He was thoroughly indifferent to the 
conveniences. and necessities of life. The 
lad had a handkerchief marked fn ease 
and some written Catholic prayers. 


The letter which he carried was dated: 
“From the Confines of Bavaria, Place Uin- 
known, 1828.’’ It purported to have been 
written by a poor day laborer, the father 
of ten.children, and said that the boy had 
been Ceposited before the writer's door by 
the chfld’s mother, who was a stranger. 
The letter went on to say that the writer 
had brought up the boy secretly, without 
allowing him to leave the house. but had 
taught: him to read and write. and had in- 
structed him in the doctrines of Christian- 
ity, adding that the boy’s wish was to be- 
come a cavalryr-an. 

The letter inelosed a line apparently from 
the boy’s mother, who stated that she was 
a poor girl, and had given birth to the boy 


and that his father, who had formerly 
served in the Siath regiment, was dead. 

‘This bit of history, however, was dis- 
credited for several xvocd reasons. Nurem- 
berg had never experienced a greater sen- 
sation, and Kasp@#r becaine the object: of 
gereral syn.pathy. A burgomaster named 
bii.der exerted himself to solve the mystery 
of Kespar’s origin and identity, but without 
success. He learned, though, that Hauser, 
fiom childhood, had worn no garments 
except a shirt and trousers. He had lived 
in a small, dark ce'lar or underground 
avurgeon which was so small that he could 
not stretch himself out at full length or 
Stard erect. in it; consequently, for a long 
time he could not welk. He had been fed 
on bread and water by a man who 4id 
not show himself, but who cleaned and 
dressed him, and gave him food and drink 
while he was in a state of natural or afti- 
ficial sleep. Kaspar’s sole occupation aid 
amusement had been piaying with two toy 
wcoden horses. For some time befvure he 
was released, Kaspar _recetved more fre- 
quent visits from hig keeper, who taugat 
him to write by guiding his hand, and to 
lift Iris feet. and walk. : 

Naturally, there were various theories 
about the boy’s origin. -Some said that he 
was the natural son of a priest or of a 
young lady of high rank, while others be- 
lieved him to be of princely origin, or the. 
victim of a dark plot involving an inherit- 
ance. Many people deciared that Kasnar 
was an impostor, and was intelligent 
‘novgh and was simply lying about hig 
past. 

After he had been in. Nuremberg two 
months, Hauser was placed under the care 
of Professor Daumer to educate. In the 
beginning Kaspar showed a great aesire to 
learn, He had a marvelous memory and 
an acute understanding. It was thought 
that-he would become a prodigy;,.but he 
soon tired of study and grew indifferent 
ard trifling, so that -his progress was 
really nothing unusual. 


One day in October of the following year, 
1828, or seventeen months after his arrival 
in the town, Kaspar was found witn a 
slight wound on his foreh@ad. It was 
bleeding, and he said that a man with a 
black head had attempted to kill him. A 
great many people disbelieved this story, 
saving that he had inflicted the wound 
himself; but subsequent events tended to 
corroborate Hauser’s account of the wound, 
although every effort to discover his as- 
sailant failed. Kaspar was put under the 
guard of two soldiers at the home of one 
of the magistrates. 

Among the many strangers who visited 
Hauser was Lord Stanhope, who became 
deeply interested in him and sent jim to 
Anspach for the sake of his education. 
There he was employed as a clerk ina 
court, but he was indolent, and the public 
lost sight of him for the next three or 
four years. 

In December, 1833, he was visited by a 
stranger who said that he had a message 
for him from Lord Stanhope, and pro:nised 
to inform Hauser of his birth and solve 
the mystery of his life if he would go to 
the palace garden at 3 o’clock on thepriter- 
noon of December i4th. 

Kaspar, eager to know the secret, was 
prompt in keeping the engagement. Jie 
met the stranger at the appointed spot, tut 
no sooner had they met than the stranger 
stabbed him in the left side and left him 
for dead. Hauser, though very weak from 
the loss of blood, succeeded in reaching his 
home, where he told of the attack «y the 
assassin. He died three days later, with 
his life history still unexplained, and al- 
thovgh much research has been given fo it, 
and much has been written about him, 
Kaspar Hauser’s origin is still unsolved. 


Mr. Charles L. Davis came up from Warm

The Warm Springs property has been in 
the possession of the Mustin family for 
many years. Colonel Mustin was Mr. 
Davis’s grandfather. The white people 
learned of the medicinal properties in the 
water from the Indians, who used to meet 
there at stated intervals for conference. 
Today the whites are fonder of holding 
their assemblies there than the aborigines 
were. All manner of professional and busi- 
ness conventions are held at the historic 
place, and tn two weeks the famous Warm 
Springs camp meeting will commence.

Mr. Charles Hopkins, the Southern rail- 
way’s Pacific coast passenger agent, passed 
through Atlanta this week on his way to 
Washington. He said that the San fran- 
cisco people are wild with excitement over 
the gold discoveries in the Klondike field. 
Men and women have been besieginggthe 
steamship offices for transportation. JfOne 
old, hulk, which could barely float,f was 
chartered for $3,000 for one trip up the 
coast. Business men who were making a 
go0cd living have sold out and gone to 
Alaska. The gold fever is the worst that 
has ever prevailed on the coast, and it 
seems that these excitements rage in pro- 
portion to the distance and inaccessibility 
of the- districts where gold is reported to 
have been found in abundance. 

“Some of the gold seekers who got away 
early have returned in disgust,’’ said Mr. 
Hopkins. ‘“‘They got up to Dyea and found 
Chiikoot pass biocked with adventurers 
who had preceded them. The few Indians 
who inhabit that country have more than 
they can do to: pack the goods of the 
miners up the mountains, and they are 
charging enormous prices. It would take 
one white man ten trips to carry his own 
outfit up the mountains, and while he was 
going after another load, what he had left 
on top of the mountain might be stolen. 
they get half way to the top. It is reported 
that Dyea and Juneau are crowded with men
